Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Possible amendments to the claims were discussed as well as 
portions of the specifications were discussed. The examiner pointed out previously objected to claims appeared to 
contain allowable subject matter as well as additional infonmation about the calculation of the index value would appear 
to distinguish over the previously cited references. Distintions between the previous references and the instant 
application were discussed, in particular the fact that a demodulator is not present in the feed back path of the instant 
and the tuned frequency is offset from the main CDMA carrier frequency as stated on page 1 1 of the specifications.

It is desirable tiial the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary form will not nomially be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or ttie examiner to include, all of tiie applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
